the third pitch is less than the first pitch, and less than the second pitch.

said elevations extend radially outwardly from the braided tubular wall.

the elevations have heights in the radial direction from the braided tubular wall of 
approximately one to two times the diameter of the helically wound wires. 

42. (Previously Presented) The stent of claim 3 1 wherein: 

the elevations are arranged in ahelical elevation pattern on the braided tubular wall. 

43. (Previously Presented) A body insertable stent, including: 

a flexible self-expanding braided tubular wall comprising at least one first wire hehcally 
wound at a substantially constant first pitch and at least one second wire helically wound at a 
substantially constant second pitch different from the first pitch whereby the first and second 
wires cooperate to form multiple crossing points of the at least one first wire and the at least one 
second wire;
